According to authorities, two. of 
Mrs. Horstead’s daughters and a 
grandchild were asleep in the den of 
the wood frame house when one of 
the daughters awoke and found the 
room ablaze. The daughters 
apparently awoke their mother, who 
was asleep in a front bedroom, and 
then went to.a neighbor's home to 
seek help. 


A neighbor, identified as Albert 
Wilson, broke into a window in the 
rear bedroom where three children 
were sleeping and was able to. save 
an ll-year-old boy; however, the 
younger children apparently became 
afraid and ran from the bedroom, 


Unemployment rate dips to 9.5% 


Alabama’s unemployment rate 
declined from 9.8 percent in 
November to 9.5 percent in 
December, according to officials of 
the Alabama Dept. of Industrial 
Relations. The year-ago rate 
measured 8.3 percent. December’s 
rate represented 179,600 
unemployed, compared to 186,600 in 
November, and 149,300 a year ago. 

Departmental spokesman 
Douglas Dyer, Chief of the Research 
and Statistics Division, attributed 
the decline in the  state’s 
unemployment rate to a seasonal 


increase in the retail trade sector, 
which more than offset declines in 
State and local government, as well 
as the nominal downturn in the 
manufacturing division. 

Over-the-year gains in wage and 
salary employment totaled 13,700, 
with annual advances in the non- 
manufacturing division outweighing 
factory losses. 

The comparable’ rate for 
December measured 6.3 percent, 
down from 6.6 percent in November, 
and also below the year-ago rate of 
6.7 percent.

When Daddy died he left few 
worldly goods behind, but Mama 
gave to each of us some little 
remnant of his life. 1 got his 
pocketknife, then placed it near my 
mantel’s end, the way that Dad 
would always do at night. 

That knife had been my dad's 
most useful tool. He used it as he 
readied for the field; with it he'd 
scrape the hardened dirt away and 
loose the screws to change <he plow; 
he'd get the pebble that was lodged 
between the mule’s foot and the old 
iron shoe. And if one of us got a 
thorn or splinte: while we worked 
with Dad, his knife became the 
gentle scalpel that was used; a quick 
swipe upon a frayed pants leg was all 
the sterilizing it got. 

As Daddy used his gun and old 
cane pole for getting family food, so 
he used his trusty knife to skin the 
creatures and to scale the fish. 

My dad was never pushed 
enough to make him till his crops on 
the Sabbath day, but often he and a 
neighbor’d walk the fields together 
on a Sunday afternoon. During a dry 
springtime they'd pause often, and 
with his knife Daddy'd dig from the 
dusty soil some grains of cotton or 
some corn. Next he'd use his blade 
to. cut the seeds and check the 
chances of germination. And when

the plants were small and the friends 
came upon a wilted one, my father'd 
dig down by its roots and find the 
culprit grubs. Then often as the fall 
came on, I'd see him splitting cotton 
bolls and Dad and Mr. Homer sadly 
shaking their heads over weevils 
they'd found. 

It seemed Dad talked his best 
with pocketknife in hand. So when a 
relative dropped by and they sat in 
Straight chairs underneath shade 
trees, or they just propped on the 
chopblock and talked around the 
woodpile Dad would always, 
automatically, pick up a stick of 
stovewood or some other thing and 
he'd begin to smooth the splinters 
down, Or if they were walking side 
by side, I'd see my daddy quickly 
snip a weed or twig, then move 
along, making sideways slices from 
the plant. 


It was this quick response with 
pocketknife that helped him save his 
firstborn son. The barking dogs 
alerted him to danger and he quickly 
drove his plow into the sod. With 
flying feet he ran and cut a large lim 
as he sped. The giant rattler, coiled, 
was ready for his strike at Dad's own 
child's bare feet. Te first sure blow 
was all that saved the youth from the 
deadly bite. (My dad was no longer 
thirsty for the water that the son had

Wade, January 22, 1973, made abortion on demand legal in the United 
States, but it did not make it moral, or fight in God's sight. Since God 
hates ‘hands that shed innocent blood” (Prov. 6:16-17), Christians 


must act. 


Paul tells Christians to ‘‘have no fellowship with the 


unfruitful works of darkness, but rather reprove them’’ (Eph. 5:11). 


Abortion is an 


“untruittul work of darkness." 


Repentance is the beginning place for the Christian, whether the 
Christian has had an abortion, been involved in advocating abortion, or 
has just been apathetic toward this vital issue of human rights. God is a 
loving Father who wishes to forgive those who turn to Him in 


repentance. 


Itis also.essential that the Christan become educated on this issue, 
and do all that he can to educate others to the teaching of the Bible 
concerning the sanctity of life and the need to protect unborn life,

ng people would be opposed to abortion on demand if they 


knew what the Bible teaches, and knew that abortion is not merely a 
medical procedure, but is in fact infanticide. 

Jesus likened Christians to the *'salt of the earth,’’ and ‘the light cf 
the world” (Matt, 5:13-16), This implies that the Christian must be 
involved in his world, including being a good citizen, As a good citizen, 


he is obligated to exercise his rights of citizenship. 


That includes 


voting his conscience in elections, and supporting candidates who are 


pro-life. 


The Christian should write letters to his senators and 


congressmen to encourage them to support pro-life issues, and a 
pro-life amendment to the constitution, 

Christians must do more than talk about the issue of abortion, but 
must become actively involved in the struggle by supporting financially 
and in other ways groups such as AGAPE, and Right to Life. When the 
Christian advises a young woman to avoid abortion, he should be

Abortion has become an easily practiced ‘after the fact"’ birth 
control method. To some, abortion is the only answer to the tragic 
result of adultery, or fornication, But the tragedy of a baby conceived 
out of wedlock should not be compounded by punishing the one 
innocent party, the unborn baby, by death through abortion,

When Daddy died he left few 
worldly goods behind, but Mama 
gave to each of us some little 
remnant of his life. 1 got his 
pocketknife, then placed it near my 
mantel’s end, the way that Dad 
would always do at night. 

That knife had been my dad's 
most useful tool. He used it as he 
readied for the field; with it he'd 
scrape the hardened dirt away and 
loose the screws to change the plow; 
he'd get the pebble that was lodged 
between the mule’s foot and the old 
iron shoe. And if one of us got a 
thorn or splinter while we worked 
with Dad, his knife became the 
gentle scalpel that was used; a quick 
swipe upon a frayed pants leg was all 
the sterilizing it got. 

As Daddy used his gun and old 
cane pole for getting family food, so 
he used his trusty knife to skin the 
creatures and to scale the fish. 

My dad was never pushed 
enough to make him till his crops on 
the Sabbath day, but often he and a 
neighbor'd walk the fields together 
on a Sunday afternoon. During a dry 
springtime they'd pause often, and 
with his knife Daddy'd dig from the 
dusty soil some grains of cotton or 
some corn. Next he'd use his blade 
to. cut the seeds and check the 
chances of germination. And when 


the plants were small and the friends 
came upon a wilted one, my father'd 
dig down by its roots and find the 
culprit grubs. Then often as the fall 
came on, I'd see him splitting cotton 
bolls and Dad and Mr. Homer sadly 
shaking their heads over weevils 
they'd found. 

It seemed Dad talked his best 
with pocketknife in hand. So when a 
relative dropped by and they sat in 
Straight chairs underneath shade 
trees, or they just propped on the 
chopblock and talked around the 
woodpile - Dad would always, 
automatically, pick up a stick of 
stoyewood or some other thing and 
he'd begin to smooth the splinters 
down. Or if they were walking side 
by side, I'd see my daddy quickly 
snip a weed or twig, then move 
along, making sideways slices from 
the plant. 


It was this quick response with 
pocketknife that helped him save his 
firstborn son. The barking dogs 
alerted him to danger and he quickly 
drove his plow into the sod. With 
flying feet he ran and cut a large lim 
as he sped. The giant rattler, coiled, 
was ready for his strike at Dad's own 
child's bare feet. Te first sure blow 
was all that saved the youth from the 
deadly bite. (My dad was no longer 
thirsty for the water that the son had

ng people would be opposed to abortion on demand if they 


knew what the Bible teaches, and knew that abortion is not merely a 
medical procedure, but is in fact infanticide. 

Jesus likened Christians to the ‘salt of the earth,’ and ‘the light of 
the world’ (Matt. 5;13-16). This implies that the Christian must be 
involved in his world, including being a good citizen. As a good citizen, 


he is obligated to exercise his rights of citizenship. 


That includes 


* voting his conscience in elections. and supporting candidates who are 


pro-life. 


The Christian should write letters to his senators and 


congressmen to encourage them to support pro-life issues, and a 
pro-life amendment to the constitution. 

Christians must do more than talk about the issue of abortion, but 
must become actively involved in the struggle by supporting financially 
and in other ways groups such as AGAPE, and Right to Life. When the 
Christian advises a young woman to avoid abortion, he should be 


avoid abortion. 


Abortion has become an easily practiced ‘‘after the fact’’ birth 
control method. To some, abortion is the only answer to the tragic 
result of adultery, or fornication. But the tragedy of a baby conceived 
out of wedlock should not be compounded by punishing the one 
innocent party, the unborn baby, by death through abortion. 

James said, *‘to him that knoweth to do good, and doeth it not, to 
him it is sin’ (James 4:17). The conscience of every Christian should 
be stirred up so that he will fight to protect the lives of all unborn 
children. Pray that this ugly blot on the soul of America will cease.

Corporal Punishment

The Board of Education of the 
Coffee County School System forbids 
cruelty to children; however, it holds 
that for purposes of enforcing 
discipline in the school the school 
may administer reasonable corporal 
punishment in order to enforce 
reasonable rules 


As students progress in the 


Alabama schools, they will be 
expected {to assume _ greater 
responsibility for their actions as 


they increase in age and maturity. 
All students grades K-12 should 
tollow this Code of Conduct: 

1. Arrive at their designated 
school at the appropriate time. 

2. Report to all classes promptly. 

3. Prepare assigned work and 
participate in all learning activities 

4. Respect individuals and their 
property. 

5, Refrain 
profanity 

6. Abide by 
citizenship. 

7. Obey the laws of the city 
county, state and federal 
governments. 

You may ask what classifies an 
action to require corporal punish- 
ment. The Cede of Conduct must be 
violated. Violations of the Code are 
grouped into three classifications of 
minor, intermediate and major 
offenses. 

Minor offenses include excessive 
distraction of other students, illegal

Organization, excessive tardiness, 
participation in gambling, non- 
conformity to dress code, etc. If the 
violation is a first offense. discipli- 
nary actions for this class of 
violations includes an informal talk 
with the student to try to reach an 
agreement regarding how the 
student should behave. 
Intermediate offenses 
defiance of authority, 
andor use of 


include 
possession 
tobacco. products, 
battery upon students, fighting, 
stealing, etc. Discipline for viola- 
tions of these types includes 
in-school suspension or one day 
Suspension from _ school, non- 
academic work assignments before 
or after school, or detention. It may 
also result in long-term detention 
such as suspension from school for 
one - three days. 

Major offenses include the 
following: drugs, robbery, stealing, 
etc. Disciplinary action for the major 
offenses will necessitate a con- 
ference with the principal, parents 
and/or legal guardian. If the matter 
of disciplinary action is not resolved 
during this conference, the principal 
shall suspend the student in the 
board’s prescribed manner and 
recommend him/her for expulsion. 

If the corporal punishment is 
necessary, instruction should occur 
in an environment that is conducive 
to. learning.

The Career Incentive Program for teachers and a study of Coffee County's 
curriculum were two topics of discussion during a teacher In-service session. Teachers 
and administrators from the Coffee County School System met in New Brockton Friday, 
Jan. 16, to prepare new and improved plans for educating students in the schools. 

Financial matters and expenses were discussed during the business meeting. 
Proposals and plans for possible physical improvements for many of the facilities and 
buildings of the schools were also discussed. 

A new basis for disciplinary actlons was also discussed. The new policy for 
disciplinary measures stated that teachers must paddle a student in the presence of the 
principal, and a disciplinary report must be reported to the student's parents. This 
policy, which goes into effect Feb. 2, is to protect teachers and administrators against 
legal disputes and actions. 

Supt. Clayton Bryant talked with the teachers about the proposed Career Ladder for 
Teachers or Career Incentive Program. The teachers were Informed that consideration 
for the plan would be taken from observations and evaluations made by the school 
principal and the superintendent of their school systems. 

Curriculum for the schools was given top priority as teachers were assigned to 
different committees which are designed to choose new textbooks for different courses. 
A general description and objective for the courses is to have a guide to the curriculum 
format along with a course outline for one year by topic and estimated time spent on 
each topic. .
